The dencuement, when it 
comes, {s a very neatly-contrived 
and plausible happy ending. But 
the early part of the act needs 
screwing up somehow. 

I am afraid that Joan Henley’s 
unrestful methoda ss Mra. Berners 
helped to make: this sticky patch 
more sticky still. Most of the men 
were sound—Ivan Samson, Anthony 
Ireland, Charles Mortimer, Jack 
Hawkins, with Gilbert Davis, Atholl 
Fleming, ‘and Clive Morton in 
amaller parts, all did quite well. 
But I do not believe they got out of 
the play all that there was in it. 


SCOTTISH SHIPBUILDING. 


The Scottish shipbuilding re- 
turns for the past year make very 
poor reading, and the output for 
the year just concluded is the low- 
est in living memory. The Clyde 
figures for 1931 were 162,663 tons, 
as against 529,844 tons for the pre- 
vious year, and only on four other 
occasions during the last fifty years 
has the year’s output been under 
200,000 tons; the past year's total 
is the poorest of all. The follow-
